Voted  that  upon  all  taxes  on  personal  property  and 
upon  real  estate  paid  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  1922, 
a  discount  of  five  per  cent  be  allowed  the  tax  payer,  and 
that  upon  taxes  on  personal  property  and  real  estate  paid  on 
or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  1922,  a  discount 
of  three  per  cent  be  allowed  the  tax  payer. 

Voted  that  the  thanks  of  the  Precinct  be  extended  to 
F.  F.  Davison  for  the  use  of  The  Nugget  Theatre  for  this 
evening.
